"A REVERSAL OF POLICY" 


Montreal Board of Trade Is Hostile to 


Reciprocity Pact 


Montreal, Feb. 1.—By a vote of BU 


to 44 the board of trade passed a reso- 
lution declaring against the reciprocity 
agreement with the United States. 
The resolution reads in part as fol- 
lows: 


"We hereby record the unalterable 


opposition of this board to the pro- 
posed reciprocity treaty with the Unit- 
ed States, which treaty would involvn 
the country in dangers not yet fully 
realized, and we consider the govern- 
ment should first ascertain the opin- 
ion of the whole country oncthis ques- 
tion and receive a definite mandate
